John H. Eckert, of near Get­ 
tysburg, rural mail carrier, to­ 
day 
wa* appointed acting post­ 
master 
of the Gettysburg office, 
according to an Associated Pre** 
dispatch from Washington, D. C„ 
where 
the 
announcement 
was 
made by the postoffice department. 
Mr. Eckert, who resides along 
the Lincoln Highway, one mile 
east of here, will assume his new 
duties next Monday. May 2. suc­ 
ceeding Robert C. Miller, post­ 
master since April I, 1923, who 
several weeks ago resigned bis 
position, effective May I. 
The new appointee, who has 
been a rural mail carrier since 
such service wa* established at 
the Gettysburg 
office. 
May I, 
1900, was 
not at home 
today, 
h*ing out in the county on boni­ 
ness, but it was stated by Mrs. 
Eckert that she knew of her hus­ 
band's appointment. 
News that one of their fellow- 
workers had been raised to the 
$3,200-a-year federal post came 
as a surprise to members of the 
postoffice staff, none of them be­ 
ing aware that Mr. Eckert was 
an applicant or that he was being 
c o n s i d e r e d by Congressman 
Menges for the appointment. 
Mr. Eckert is a Republican, but 
has never taken an active part in 
politics. 
Several days ago, it was 
learned 
Congressmen 
Menges 
had 
said that he would not appoint a man 
to the office who had taken part in 
politics or was aligned with any po­ 
litical faction in Adams county. 
Appointment Temporary 
While the new 
postm aster’s ap­ 
pointment is only tem porary, it is 
reasonable to expect th at he will be 
named for a four-year term when the 
senate reconvenes in December. The 
sam e procedure was followed in case 
of the retiring postm aster, Mr. Mil­ 
ler having been named for a four- 
year term February I, 1924, after 
having received a tem porary appoint­ 
ment April I. 1923. 
Mr. Eckert is held in high regard 
by memls*rs of the local 
post 
office, 
according to expressions from many 
of them after they learned of his ap­ 
pointment, 
and 
all 
pledged 
their 
loyalty to him in his new position. 
Comes As Surprise 
The appointee had not been men­ 
tioned in rumors of candidates for the 
position, so that his selection came as 
a distinct surprise to the community 
at large.

By an act approved June 2.1, 1874, Congress authorized the pub­

This order became effective June 16, 1880, when further provision 
was made for the printing and binding of 10,000 copies, and their 
distribution among the officers of the army and the contributors to 
the work; and to such libraries, organizations, and individuals as 
may be designed by the Senators, Representatives and Delegates of 
the then Forty-seventh Congress. 


Colonel James K. P. Scott 


An officer of the army, Robert N. Scott, Major of the Third Ar­ 
tillery, and Brevet Lieut.-Colonel, was selected for the compilation 
of the work that was finally approved by the War Department, Aug­ 
ust 23, 1880, and signed by the Hon. Alexander Ramsey, the then 
Secretary of War.
